The school committee definitely went on 
yd ‘Tuesday night as being opposed to ad 
reporters to the meetings, the reasons 
given being that “the type of publicity that 
will result has a tendency to cheapen the 
committee so that good citizens will not run | 
for office,’ and that “there are too many | 
things to be discussed at the School com- | 
mittee meetings which the Press sheuld not | 
f.”’ No record vote was taken, the | 
e merely adopting by a “Yes” and 
' yote a report presented by the ad 
visory committee. 

The report included some “Notes on the | 
Admission of Reporters to Meetings of the | 
School Committee” signed by the chairman, | 
H. Gilbert Francke, and a table showing the 
situation in other towns. The notes explained | 
that according to Deputy Commissioner 
Long of the Department of Education there | 
was no statute or ruling covering the matter. | 
It went on to propound Mr. Long’s views on | 
the point. Finally it stated: “TI have also | 
talked with a number of Andover citizens | 
whose opinion I value, and the general feeling 
among them seems to be that newspaper | 
reporters should not be allowed at the 
meetings 4 

The data from the other towns as sub- 
mitted by the sub-committee showed t ha 
only one town, Methuen, allowed reporters 
at the meetings, while three allowed reporters 
to attend, but they do not come. In Wake- 
field one of the members of the committee is 
an associate editor. Concord and Winchester 
would allow them in if they came, so that in 
all with the possible exception of Wakefield 
there are seven towns including in those 
studied which do admit reporters, The exact 
situation in Waxefield is not known; it may 
be that they allow the associate editor to 
report the meetings, or it may be that they 
merely tolerate him. 


Eighteen towns, however, do not admit re- 
porters, according to the report. There was 
very little discussion on the matter at the 
meeting. The Advisory committee reported 
that it “is of the opinion that the citizens of 
Andover, particularly parents of school 
children, are entitled to know all pertinent 
information regarding the conduct of the 
Andoyer schools and to that end the Secre 
tary of the School committee should give as 
complete a report as possible on school 
matters to the press. We are opposed, how- 
ever, to admitting reporters to the meetings 
of the school committee.”’

Noted Irish Poet 
to Speak Tonight 


William Butler Yeats, the distinguished 
Irish poet and dramatist, will lecture on 
“The New Ireland” in the Meeting Room of 
George Washington Hall at Phillips academy 
this evening. The lecture will start at 8:15. 


Mr. Yeats’s fame as a literary celebrity is 
world wide and in 1923 he was awarded the 
Nobel Prize ofr Literature. His writings are 
known in all parts of the world where the 
English language is read or spoken. More 
than a dozen of his plays have been produced 
in the Abbey Theatre, in London, in New 
York, and generally throughout the world. 
He is one of the world’s famous poets. 

Born in Dublin, spending much time in his 
youth with his father who lived a great deal 
outside of Ireland, Mr. Yeats has spent most 
of his mature life in his native land and has 
been closely identified with the politics of 
Ireland during the past two decades. He is 
especially well informed about the problems 
and progress of the new Irish Free State and 
has served as a Senator in its Parliament 
since 1922. 

He comes to the United States for a brief 
visit and will make a number of special ad- 
dresses, generally on two themes. First, he is 
always interested in discussing the Irish 
Literary Renaissance, the development of the 
Irish National Theatre, and Irish culture in 
all its aspects. 

Second, he is tremendously interested in 
“the new Ireland,’’ that has come into being 
since the establishment of the Irish Free 
State. Upon this topic he may be expected to 
greatly interest any American audience. 

On former visits to the United States, Mr. 
Yeats demonstrated that he is a brilliant 
platform speaker, witty, humorous, filled 
with enthusiasm and always saying unusual 
things in an unusual way. He is more than a 
first class lecturer. He is a genuine world 
celebrity, gifted with genius of a high order. 

No admission fee will be charged for this 
important lecture, and the general public 
are cordially invited.

Popularity of Library 
Increases Each Month 


The number of books issued for home use at 
the Memorial Hall Library during November 
was 7223, of which 2054 were borrowed by the 
children from the junior room. At Ballard- 
vale, 754 were circulated, making a total for 
the month of 7977 books. This is an increase 
of nearly one thousand volumes over Novem- 
ber a year ago. 

To date, December 1, the library has issued 
this year a total of 73,749 books. During the 
entire year of 1931, the record was 62,144 
volumes. 

For the past eighteen months the main 
library has been open daily from nine in the 
morning till nine at night, twelve hours’ 
continuous service. for all grown people. The 
junior room, for children in grades below the 
Punchard High School, is open daily from 
three to eight. On Saturdays it is open in the 
morning from nine to half past twelve, and 
again from three to six. The junior room is 
not open on Saturday evenings.

Salary Committee’s 


F igures" Misleading 


Figures for Other Towns’ 
Superintendents, All of 


Which Are Under One Head Here 


The discrepancy between the salary paid 
the Andover superintendent of streets and 
the superintendents in other towns which 
loomed up glaringly in the salary investigat- 
ing committee report presented in the Towns- 
man last week was far from being a correct 
picture, according to data secured from the 
other towns by the Townsman this week. 
Early in the week, it was called to the 
Townsman’s attention that whereas the local 
superintendent was actually receiving more 
than any of the other superintendents, he 
was deing work which was divided in the 
other communities among two or more 
officials. Letters sent here in answer to 
queries sent out by the Townsman show that 
this is true. 

The local superintendent, Charles T. 
Gilliard, receives an annual salary of $3750 
and he has an assistant, Edward Lawson, 
who receives $2080, Mr. Gilliard not only is 
superintendent of streets, but he is also in 
charge of the water, sewer, and park work. 
This fact the salary committee overlooked, 
and as a result the report gave Mr. Gilliard’s 
total salary along with the salary paid the 
superintendent of streets in the other towns, 
without taking cognizance of the fact that 
additional sums were being paid elsewhere 
for the superintendent of the water depart- 
ment, the superintendent of the sewer de- 
partment, park superintendents, etc. Mr. 
Gilliard receives $3750 for performing all 
these duties. 

Winchester, according to a letter sent by 
William E. Priest, Town Accountant, pays 
its superintendent of streets $3150.00, which 
is $600 less than Mr. Gilliard’s salary. How- 
ever, Winchester also has a Superintendent of 
Water Works who receives a salary of $2340 
and rent of a house at the Reservoir. The 
assistant superintendent of streets receives 
$2000. There is also a foreman of the park 
department who receives $1875. A clerk 
(male) in the office of the superintendent of 
streets receives $1550. All these figures in- 
clude a ten percent cut which went into 
effect on July 1. 

In Marblehead the superintendent of 
streets is called Surveyor of Highways and 
receives $2,000. There is also a manager of 
| the water department who receives $2,000 
|} and an overseer of the sewer department at 
$30.00 a week. The surveyor of highways has 
}under him two foremen and about sixteen 
|men, The foremen’s pay is $33 and $30 per

Very little else of importance other than 
routine matters was taken up at the meeting 
The committee which has the task of choos 
ing a principal for John Dove school reported 
that it was making progress. There was some 
discussion on the budget and parts of it have | 
been approved. The remainder will be taken | 
up in a special meeting next Tuesday, 
Edward O'Hagan was appointed night 
janitor for eight weeks, beginning at the 
opening of school in January, at $25 a week. 
He was the only applicant and has done the 
work for two years. 
Bids for supplying milk at the schools | 
were received and the contract was awarded 
to the lowest bidder, the Shawsheen Dairy. 
The bids were Braeland Farms, 4 cents; 
Hood 3.5 cents; and Shawsheen Dairy 3.375 
cents. All were approved by the Board of 
Health. There was some discussion on the 
matter, since it was felt that H. P. Hood had 
rendered very satisfactory service. However, 
the committee felt that it did not seem in 
good faith to as for bids and not give it to 
the lowest bidder 


Another matter brought up was the at- 
tendance of town pupils at the Evening High 
school in Lawrence. There are now 23 at- 
tending. Four of these are taking post- 
graduate courses. The cost to the town is ten 
dollars each for those that complete the work, 
and the question arose as to whether or not 
the town should pay for the post graduate’s 
work. It was felt that under existing condi- 
tions, the committee could do it to that 
extent. 


A letter was received from Governor Ely 
suggesting that the school facilities be open 
evenings so far as possible to young people 
who were unoccupied. The matter was re- 
ferred to the American Legion, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Welfare committee, Guild and 
churches for suggestions as to just how this 
should be handled.

Chairman’s Report 

I recently talked with Deputy Commis- 
sioner Long of the Department of Education 
regarding the legal side of admitting or 
excluding reporters from the meetings of the | 
School Committee. 


Mr. Long informed me that there was no 
statute or ruling covering this point and that } 
each school committee has absolute authority | 
to do as they see fit, as long as they do not} 
conflict with the law. He stated that on all | 
points of procedure not covered by the law 
we are to be governed by standard parlia 
mentary practice. 


Mr. Long went on to say that, in his opin 
ion, the disadvantages of having reporters 
present far outweighed the advantages. In | 
the first place, presence of reporters hampers 
the Superintendent in making a good report 
to the School Committee, and he must hesi- 
tate to comment in detail on the work of the 
teachers, the work of the pupils, and dis 
ciplinary matters if reporters are present. 

The presence of reporters is a detriment 
to the school system, because School Com- 
mittee members will not feel free to express 
themselves fully as a free discussion might be 
injurious to some individuals. He stated that, 
in some instances, the policy of permitting 
reporters to be present has led to the bad 
practice of School Committee members | 
agreeing amongst themselves before the} 
meeting on how they will vote on certain | 
questions, and this in turn may result in| 
people making up their minds before all the | 
facts in a situation have been heard 
Mr. Long told me that, in some localities, 
executive sessions are held before the open 
meetings of the School Committee and all the | 
real business is transacted there, and the 
members of the School Committee are bound 
to secrecy as to what transpires at executive 
sessions. These sessions are followed by public | 
meetings which tend to become purely rou- |

Salary Committee’s 
Reports Misleading

letter sent by William |. Graves, town ac- 
countant. 

According to A. Preston Chase, town trea- 
surer and town clerk of Danvers, the super- 
intendent of streets receives $54 weekly and 
the assistant superintendent $40 weekly, In 
a 52-pay-day year, this amounts to $2808 
and $2080. However, Danvers also has 4 
water superintendent whose pay is $54 
weekly and an assistant at $36 weekly. 


Concord has a superintendent of streets at 
$3600 and a superintendent of the water and 
sewer department at $3240. There are no 
assistants. Herbert S. Townsend furnished 
this information. 


Che Reading town accountant telephoned 
the information for Reading Thursday morn 
ing. The superintendent of streets has a 
salary of $3300, and he is assisted by two 
foremen, one of the highway department at 
$1800 and one of the sewer department at 
$2300. This does not include a cut which is 
effective January Ist and which was adopted 
after much opposition was voiced to a 25 
percent cut proposal of the taxpayers’ associ 
ation. The cut in Reading will amount to 
five percent on salaries up to $1000, seven and 
a half percent from $1000 to $1500, ten per- 
cent from $1500 to $2000, and twelve percent 
over $2000. 

The Surveyor of Highways in Swampscott 
has a salary of $3000. The letter from Horace 
R. Parker, town accountant, reads as follows 
in part: “Our Surveyor of Highways con- 
fines his activities to street matters only. The 
Park department is handled by the Park 
commission, an unpaid body. Sewer and 
Water departments are directed by the 
Sewer and Water Commission, the chairman 
of which receives $500 per year and his asso- 
ciates $200. There is a superintendent of the 
Water department who manages the outside 
work and receives $58 per week. In the sewer 
department the man in charge receives $35 
per week but all our construction work on 
sewers is done by contract.” 

Stoneham’s superintendent of Public 
Works receives a salary of $3000 per year. He 
has charge of the highway, sewer, and water 
departments. He does not have what might 
be termed an assistant but does have a 
highway foreman and a water foreman, The 
clerk in the office receives $30 per week. The 
tree warden is superintendent of playgrounds 
and is paid at the rate of six dollars a day. 

Amesbury, according to Agnes E. Guaney, 
town accountant, employs a superintendent 
of streets at $1820.00 and a superintendent of 
the water department at $2000.00, There are 
no assistant superintendents. 

Lexington has not been heard from. 

All this information was turned over to the 
finance committee at its meeting last night. 
Nathan C. Hamblin presented the budget for 
Memorial Hall library and Walter E, Curtis 
appeared before the committee with the 
budget for Spring Grove cemetery, Both 
have been taken under consideration.

roadway stood a blacksmith shop with 
Joseph W. Poor, the children’s idol as he| 
made the sparks fly from the anvil. Near the 
river was a sawmill, a very busy sawmill, 
according to the Reverend Mr. Poor, who 
spoke of the children deriving delight out of 
the attempt to go to school without touching 
dirt along the log-covered route. The river 
was at times far different from the calm little 
stream of today, for the Merrimack had a 
trying way of backing up the Shawsheen and 
making the water rise even up as far as the 
old Village hall which stood near where the 
little policeman’s booth is today. The village | 
hall now stands as a residence on Balmoral 
street, 


In addition to all these industries William | 
C. Donald started an ink shop up beyond 
John Smith’s residence. This went to ruin 
years ago, but the old brick walls remained 
and were not torn down until a year ago. The 
Donald family was truly one of Andover’s 
greatest. Their lives were devoted to humani- 
ty, and one of the most noted of them mar- 
ried the well-known missionary, the Reverend 
Mr. Gordon, Another, the late Miss Alice 
Donald, who remained unmarried, formerly 
| resided in the white house which still re-| 
mains near to the Manor, 

Intensely Anti-Slavery 

Frye village's residents proved neighbors 
in the truest sense of the word and whenever | 
there was any trouble or distress someone 
| was always on hand to help out. The popu- 
| lace attended the Baptist, Methodist, West 
| Parish, or South churches. 

William Poor was an abolitionist, and all 
of Frye Village was intensely anti-slavery. 
There were two stations of the underground 
railway on the Pike. Elijah Hussey “would 
have said something about one of them; only | 
he didn’t talk about it.” The second station 
was near the ink-shop. 

The Reverend Mr. Poor displayed a huge 
flag that used to wave from an enormous flag | 
pole in the Village during the stormy days of 
the Sixties. It was 14 1-2 feet wide and 23 1-2 
| feet long, its field alone being bigger than the 
| ordinary flag of today. [t required four boys 
| to spread the flag out, and even then they 
could not extend it its full length. At the time 
that the flag was used in the village West | 
| Virginia had not separated from Virginia, so 
that the field did not contain a star for the | 
new state, The total number of stars was 34. | 
Mr. John Morrison has the flag in his pos- | 
session, 

Frye Village hall was filled the night that | 
Fort Sumter was fired upon. A_ patriotic | 
gathering it was, with the village determining | 
to give its all for the Union. For a few years | 
the flag waved at half-mast, but then came | 
the glorious days of Gettysburg and the 
series of Union victories whih culminated in 
triumph for the North, Every time favorable | 
word came from the battle-lines a cannon in 
the little village center would boom out the 
glad tidings. 

l'hree men from the blacksmith shop laid 
aside their hammers and went to join the 
Union forces. From Chicago came many 
songs which the families liked to sing, among 
them being “ Rally Round the Flag, Boys.” 
The Reverend Mr. Poor sang two of the old | 
songs, one being the favorite about Nico- 
demus and the other the ‘ Song of a Thousand | 
Years.” 


A Famous Son 


Smith and Dove prospered these many 
years, and as the time comes nearer our own 
day, faces familiar to us appeared on the 
scene, In the accounting-room of Smith and 
Dove for instance were John W. Bell, J. 
Newton Cole, William Lindsay and Amy 
Battles. 

In 1872 there came from Dundee a super- 
intendent who took up his residence in the 
first white house on the right beyond the 
river. His son and the Reverend Mr. Poor 
went to Punchard High school together and 
studied under William G, Goldsmith. The 
superintendent’s son graduated in the cen-| 
tennial class from Phillips academy and then | 
went on to Yale. Johns Hopkins and Illinois | 
State also included him in their list of stu- 
dents, and Chile gave him some honorary 
degrees. Three years ago David Kinley re- 
tired as president of Illinois State University. |

a tribute to his old friend, one of Frye Vil- | 
lage’s finest products, The audience joined |

Spring Water 
The temperature of the water from 
a spring varies little ordinarily with 
the season. After one reaches a 
depth of 80 feet there is little appre 
clable change in the temperature 
throughout the yeur, Water coming 
from this depth would, therefore, show 
little change in temperature. At 16 
feet there would be a difference of 
about only one degree in temperature 
and there would be a six-month lag 
which would cause the water to be hot- 
test in December und coldest in July. 
Sometimes there is a considerable mix- 
ture of surface water, which gives a 

change in the temperature.
